sonnel. Thus these employees will 
get the 3.75 percent wage increase 
being given all other employees, 
instead of five percent. 

The sum of $2,500 came off 
salaries; $1,000 from physical 
education; and $1,000 was deducted 
from the supervisor of general 
services. That position has not 
been filled, and the Finance Com- 
mittee recommended budgeting 
only the amount that would be 
needed from April 1, rather than 
for the full year. 

The Committee turned down the 
FinCom’s request to give teachers 
their pay boosts over a two-year 
period. } 

School Board members said this 
had all been discussed previously, 
and that the Board believes the 
teachers should be put on their 
proper steps in the salary sche- 
dule this year.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


No Last-Minute Data 
Selectman Russell G. Doyle has hit the nail on the 
head, by telling his colleagues on the Board that anyone 


bringing surprise information on Urban Renewal into town 
meeting should be discounted. 

He, and Selectman James D. Wilson, were clear in their 
belief that there has been ample time to study this 
subject; that no last-minute efforts need to be made. In 
particular, Doyle referred to the possibility of new data 
being introduced as an effort to defeat the program — and 
said he will give it little consideration if it is brought in 
at the last minute. 

Selectman William Stewart nodded agreement, and re- 
ferred to the presentation of material at the public hearing 
Feb, 27. 

We heartily agree with Mr. Doyle — no surprises are 
required, for there is ample information, and plenty of 
time, to discuss the subject thoroughly, prior to town 


meeting. 


Can’t Keep Rate Down 

One of the pitfalls the town fell into in years past was 
the ‘‘keep the tax low’’ slogan. 

No one, we hasten to state, enjoys seeing the rate 
jump. But neither should anyone expect it to stand still 
forever. 

Over the years, the town meeting held the line and kept 
a low rate. But some needed services were postponed 
year after year; a number of items were indefinitely put 
off, when they should have been done. 

The result was a booming tax rate — and voter unrest. 

Now the town has maintained the $26 rate for some 
time; it is inevitable that there will be additional services 
and required improvements, which will drive the rate up. 

We don’t like to see a big jump — but we should all be 
prepared for an increase just the same. 

Putting off some projects until next year or indefinitely, 
can result in higher costs, and larger increases in taxes, 
in years to come. This is the short sighted way — let’s 
not do it again. 


Read Their Statements 


Interest in the town election seems to be slow in build- 
ing up — but today’s issue of the Townsman, containing 
answers by the candidates to questions we posed, plus 
the remaining candidates’ night, should stimulate dis- 
cussion. 

We urge every voter to read the answers by the candi- 
dates, contained in this issue. And we suggest that each 
voter make it a requirement to attend the candidates’ 
night Feb. 26, at the High School. 

Public discussion of town affairs, and issues in the 
campaign, are healthy signs of a strong Democracy. 

It is our responsibility, as citizens and voters, to be- 
come informed about the candidates and their position on 
major town issues, 

This is the only way to reach a logical decision before 
marking the ballot March 4,

“‘The purpose of this statement 
is not in any way to be construed 
as an indication of how I shall 
vote on the question of Urban 
Renewal at the town meeting 
March 9. 

‘It has been my feeling that a 
town such as Andover, being small 
and enterprising, with an average 
income per capita higher than the 
average town, ought not be aided 
by Federal Government funds. 

‘It is only fair to assume that 
given the opportunity, our citizenry 
would be enterprising enough to, 
modernize the community on a 
private basis rather than on a 
public basis. In my opinion there 
is sufficient evidence available to 
make this a reasonable assump- 
tion. 

‘In utilizing a private enterprise 
plan, the job would be carried out 
in a more conservative fashion, 
and probably would take less time, 
if one considers the experience of 
urban renewal projects in other 
areas. It would cost the taxpayers 
less money, providing that the new 
municipal buildings be limited to 
the actual needs. For example, 
the police station, plus renovation 
of the present town hall. 

**In looking atthe Andover Urban 
Renewal Plan itself, please note 
that qualified people have made a 
series of estimates in order to 
indicate how much the net cost 
of the project would be tothe town, 
Tt is well-known in the construc- 
tion business that estimates have 
a general tendency to be on the 
low side. In addition to this factor, 
there is the problem of getting the 
individuals or groups to take on 
the cost of construction of new 
buildings as the old ones are de- 
molished. Owing to the high cost 
of new buildings, this probably 
could cause considerable delay in 
the execution of the Urban Renewal 
Plan. 

‘As noted above, it appears to 
me that under the private system, 
re-development of the center of 
town might progress more smooth- 
ly, but the threat of Urban Renewal 
must be removed before this could 
happen.’*

Andover's citizens, with ahighper 
capita average income, receiye 
back less than 60¢ of every one 
dollar in taxes we pay to the 
Federal Government. Many say 
they would like to return to the 
good old days of local jn 
dependence, but do they really want 
to turn the clock back? 

‘*Both political parties have con 
tinued in one guise or another the 
trend towards centralizing jn 
Washington more and more of the 
functions that years ago were the 
responsibility of the local com:

We 
must face facts and recognize that 
we can’t pay our share to puta 
man on the moon and also pay for 
all of our other necessary local 
projects, without having the use 
of some of our own federal an 
state taxes. The money used for 
such projects as Urban Renewalis 
appropriated by our elected res 
presentatives in federal and state 
government. If the majority of the 
people did not want it that way, 
these representatives would notbe 
elected to public office. 

‘*The alert communities areen 
deavoring to prevent their own 
tax money from being used ina wa) 
that is unproductive to te 
economy. The only justification 
for spending government funds is 
to be certain it is used wisely 10 
produce the maximum humal, 
social and economic values. 

**Andover’s taxpaying citizens 
are as wise as they are inother 
states, and we must do our utmost 
to use every asset we have pro 
ductively.

‘2. Believe that the ‘Central An- 
dover’ renewal project could be a 
good thing for Andover's business 

| district. However, at the time of 
| this writing (submitted for 
Monday's deadline) many questions 
remain unanswered. I feel and I 
believe that most people in the 
town would like the assurance 
that this project would definitely 
be developed by a local group not 
an out of town or even an out of 
state developer. I feel we should 
be given this absolute assurance 
before being asked to accept 
Renewal at the town meeting. At 
this time, the most logical group, 
the Realty Trust, has not officially 
formed. Thursday evening they 
hope to raise $150,000 through 
public subscription. If this is ac- 
complished they then hope to nego~ 
tiate a $430,000 loan from the 
small Business Administration. 
Once this group becomes. a legal 
entity, raises the $150,000, and 
finally negotiates a $430,000S.B.A, 
loan, it will then have a total of 
$580,000 in capital. The Authority 
has published a figure of $1,064,600 
in its literature as the ‘resale value 


| of land’. 


‘*At last Thursday’s meeting of 
the Housing Authority, with the 
Urban Renewal Director, the 
spokesmen of the proposed Realty 
Trust, and the candidates, it was 
stated that the asking price for 
this particular tract would be about 
$900,000 and that they expected to 
receive in the vicinity of $850,000. 

**Once the Trust has the neces- 
sary capital they can then go to 
the Housing Authority and negotiate 
the price of the land. The Authority 
then sends this price plus the plan 
the Trust proposed to New York 
or Washington. The federal 
authorities then review the group, 
the plan, and the amount offered. 
If the amount is reasonable in light 
of the original appraisal and the 
second appraisal yet to be accom- 
plished, then they may accept the 
offer. This would preclude any 


| future bidding. If it was not accept- 


able for any reason at that time, 
then the authorities stated that 
while the federal government pre- 
ferred local development of a pro- 
ject they also had a moral and 
legal obligation to obtain the 
highest possible price forthe land, 
within reason. It was stated that if 
an outside developer offered a 
higher bid, then the Trust would 
be given an opportunity to match 
this amount. If they could not match 
these funds, then the town would 
be faced with the prospect of an 
outside developer, providing he 


could fulfill the requirements of 
on site planning and architectural 
design, coming in and redevelop- 
ing our central business district. 
| think this could lead to many 
hardships and many problems for 
large segments of our population. 

‘In view of these many gaps, I 
fee] that for a candidate to answer 
yes or no to your question is a 
purely political answer in the hope 
of gaining votes. An honest answer 
requires ‘‘A careful evaluation of 
all the facts. At this time the facts 
are still in a state of flux. 

Selectmen: ‘‘Selectmen should 
definitely be the policy-making 
board of the town. The selectmen, 
if possible, should not stray from 
areas of policy. However, there 
are areas where it is difficult to 
distinguish between administra- 
tion and policy. Therefore, in the 
best interests of efficient and 
effective government there are 
times where co-operation is the 
watchword. If the selectmen can 
spend more time on policy and less 
on administration, it would then be 
possible to have less meetings per 
year and still accomplish the job 
efficiently. If less time were re- 
quired, it might bring qualified 
men with limited time into this 
area of public service. 

Gravel pits: ‘Selectmen, as the 
policy-making board of the 
charter, should set a firm policy 
concerning gravel pits. It is then 
up to the town manager to assure 
that this policy is carried out 
through the building inspector or 
some other agent appointed by the 
Manager.”*
